I. Election/Restriction of a Specific Compound 

In the July 26, 2007 Office Communication, the Examiner requested that the 
Applicants elect a specific compound of agonist. 

Accordingly, Applicants elects 3-substituted-2-oxindole-l-carboxamides of Claim 37, 
with traverse.
